Sheriff, 
fire budgets

County Auditor Paul Floyd told 
supervisors the county’s General 
Fund “ is not being fully reimbursed

Risdon called attention to some of

“ inequities” 
with 
contracts with fire districts of 
Mission Canyon, Los Alamos, Hope 
Ranch and Orcutt. Services are 
considerable from the county end, 
but the districts provide only two 
per cent of department revenues, 
said Risdon.

Supreme Court rules 


Democrats solve 


own problems

Supreme Court Friday night put a 
stop to all federal court proceedings 
over the seating of hotly disputed 
Democratic 
national 
convention 
delegates 
from 
California 
and 
Illinois. It left the contests up to the 
convention 
itself 
to 
settle 
ultimately. 
The action by a 6 to 3 vote was a 
blow to Sen. George McGovern's 
drive 
for 
the 
presidential 
nomination and means that the 
convention will open Monday night 
with a bitter floor fight. 
The court indefinitely stayed an 
appellate court verdict that had 
ordered the convention to seat all 
the 
delegates 
that 
McGovern 
originally captured in California’s 
winner-take-all primary --including 
153 that later were challenged by the 


losing candidates in that election. 
In addition, the Supreme Court 
action seemed to mean that 59 
uncommitted delegates from Illinois 
headed by Chicago Mayor Richard 
J Daley may not take seats at the 
convention unless the convention 
rules otherwise. 
The Supreme Court majority said 
that “ for nearly a century and a half 
the 
national 
political 
parties 
themselves 
have 
determined 
controversies regarding the seating 
of delegates to their conventions.” 
The court said it had no intention of 
interfering with that practice three 
days before the Democratic conven­ 
tion begins.

hopes of Sen Hubert H Humphrey 
Humphrey, who stands to pick up 
at least 104 votes if the convention 
upholds its Credentials Committee 
on California, indicated after the 
decision that he had a 50-50 chance 
to win the crucial California floor

“ 1 call upon all other candidates to 
support the open proceedings and to

agoras took a sudden turn 
for the worst and he died at

Athenagoras had been pa­ 
triarch since 1948.

citizen but acquired Turkish 
citizenship when he arrived 
in Istabul to assume his new 
post.

SAIGON (U P I)- A U.S. Army artillery battery and Air 
Force Phantom jets accidentally attacked allied forces 
Friday, killing two American and six South Vietnamese 
soldiers in separate incidents. 
The U.S. command said the two Americans were killed 
when an Army artillery battery fired on their position 10 
miles west of Da Nang, South Vietnam’s big port city on the 
northern coast. 
In the other incident, two F4 Phantoms bombed a South 
Vietnamese army position about seven miles northwest of 
Kontum in the Central Highlands. Six South Vietnamese 
troops were killed and six others wounded, a command 
spokesman said. 
The spokesman said there was no immediate explanation 
of the two incidents, but both were under investigation. 
In a delayed report, the command said an Air Force 
Phantom crashed from undetermined causes July 3 about 
70 miles northwest of the North Vietnamese port city of 
Dong Hoi. The two crewmembers of the plane were listed 
as missing. 


McGovern, Muskie agreement? 


BALTIM ORE (U P I) —Sen George S. McGovern, the 
frontrunning Democratic Presidential contender, had an 
agreement with Sen Edmund S. Muskie to assume some 
campaign debts in return for an endorsement, 
the

campaign aides of Sen. Hubert N. Humphrey a few days

endorsement, but no agreement was reached. 
The arrangement was between Frank Mankiewicz, na­ 
tional campaign coordinator for McGovern, and Berl I. 
Bernhard, who was then Muskie’s state director, the paper 
said. 
“ But the deal was tentative and was washed out the next 
morning when Muskie decided to say in the race,’’ Adam 
Clymer of The Sun’s Washington bureau wrote. 
The agreement was made June 8 and included taking over 
some of “ the current pressing obligations’ of the Muskie 
campaign but not the entire $200,000 indebtedness, the 
paper said. 


Lee named new LDS president 


SALT LA KE CITY (U P I)- Religious and political 
conservative Harold B. Lee, 73, Friday was named leader 
of the three-million members of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints (Mormon). 
He succeeded President Joseph Fielding Smith, 95, who 
died Sunday Smith had been president of the church for 2 1- 
2 years. 
Lee’s ascent to the presidency was expected. He had been 
Smith’s first counselor and for decades was one of the most 
articulate and best known LDS leaders.

Glen Wegner has also 
emphasized that the PRU system won’t 
save money. It may bring about a better 
educational system, but all the experts 
doubt that it will save money. In this 
connection readers may recall that most 
educators said the all-year or continuous 
school program wouldn’t save money 
either at least in most applications. 
Here are some points made in the report

administrators: The expenditures of the 


monies allocated to each building are 
determined by the total building staff, 
within the framework of the district's 
objectives and policies.

“ Brilliant, but probably un­ 
successful,” was our com ­ 
ment.

The Truman Doctrine 25 Years Later 


lt-has been 25 years since the United States, faced with 
the turmoil of postwar Europe and feeling threatened by 
Communist movements in Greece and Turkey, responded with 
the most aggressive peacetime diplom acy in its history. 


President Harry S Truman had laid down the theoretical 
groundwork earlier in 1947 in announcing "The Truman 
Doctrine" and calling for $400 million in aid for Greece and 
Turkey. Then in June, the M arshall Plan began its helping 
hand to rebuild all of free Europe. 


The effect of those decisions are still being felt today.

Playbook intrigue: 
Sweetan peddling 
Rams7 secrets? 


NEW ORLEANS (U P I)- Former 
professional football quarterback 
Karl Sweetan was arrested Friday 
for allegedly trying to sell a Los 
Angeles Rams football playbook for 
$2,500. 
FBI agents arrested Sweetan and 
his cousin, Wayne Maurice Boswell, 
after Boswell allegedly met New 
Orleans Saints Coach J.D. Roberts 
in a hotel lounge to finalize the sale. 
U.S. 
Attorney Gerald Galling- 
house 
said 
that 
Roberts 
had 
cooperated with federal authorities 
since 
receiving 
word 
that 
the 
playbook was for sale Wednesday 
afternoon. 
Sweetan, 29, and Boswell 31, were 
c h a r g e d 
w ith 
i n t e r s t a t e 
transportation of stolen property 
and fraud by wire. The FBI listed 
both men as being from Dallas, and 
the complaint against them charged 
that the first contact with Roberts 
had been made via telephone from 
Dallas. 
Each National Football League 
team furnishes its players, coaches 
and other personnel with a playbook 
outlining its offensive and defensive 
formations plus other data about the 
team.

Boswell for his contact at the 
Rowntowner Hotel in New Orleans. 
He was instructed to wait for the

FBI agents observed Sweetan and 
Boswell outside the hotel early 
Friday, the affidavit said, and later 
overheard a conversation about the 
playbook 
between 
Roberts 
and 
Boswell in the lounge of the hotel. 


Both men were arrested and, 
according to the affidavit, Boswell 
admitted accompanying Sweetan on 
a trip from Dallas to New Orleans. 
The U.S. attorney said Roberts 
estimated the playbook was worth 
at least $5,000 to the team that 
compiled it. He said the coach based 
this estimate on his own experience 
preparing Saints playbooks. 
Roberts delayed a trip to Chicago 
to assist the FBI in its investigation.

Hurdle mark (13.2) equalled; 
Evans edges Smith in 400 


EUGENE, Ore (U PI)-Tom Hill, 
former Arkansas State star now in 
the Army, ran a world record 
equalling but wind aided 13.2 in a 
semifinal heat of the 110-meter high 
hurdles Friday at the U.S. Olympic 
Track and Fleld Trials. 
Hill’s time matched the record 
first set in 1959 by Martin Lauer of 
West Germany and later tied by Lee 
Calhoun in 1960 and Earl McCulloch 
in 1967, but he was aided by an 
excessive wind of 4.70 miles per 
hour 
Still, it was a fine performance for 
the only man to beat world 120-yard 
hurdles record holder Rod Milburn 
over the last three years. And two 
tenths of a second better than Willie 
Davenport, the 1968 gold medalist at 
Mexico City. Jerry Wilson and 
Charles Rich, both caught in 13.7, 
were the others to advance to 
Sunday’s final in the first section of 
the event. Leon Coleman, fourth in 
the last Olympic, failed to advance. 
Milburn, running into a wind of 
1.12 mph, took the second section 
going away in 13.5. Tommie Lee 
White was second in 13.7 and Ron 
Draper and Jeff Hoswer were third 
and fourth, respectively, both in 
13.9 
Ben Vaughan (20 8), Lawrence 
Burton (20.5), Harrington Jackson 
<20.8) and Larry Black (20 4) won 
second round heats in the 200 meter 
dash to lead a 16 man advance to the 
semi-finals Saturday. 
Lee Evans, the Olympic 400 meter 
champion and world record holder 


edged past archrival John Smith, 
who holds the world 440 yard mark, 
to lead a 12-man advance to the 
quartermile semifinal. 


Both Evans and Smith were timed 
in 45.4, a fast time considering it 
was a heat, but laurels for the day’s 
best time in the 400 went to Tommie 
Turner, former Murray State star, 
who did a sparkling 45.3. 
There was one major upset in the 
400 qualifying. That was when Larry 
James, former Villanova star now 
competing for the Brooklyn Over the 
Hill AA, finished fourth and last in 
his heat and did not advance. 
James won a silver medal in the 
400 at the 1968 Olympic games and 
ran the third leg on the world record 
setting 1,600 meter relay team in the 
same Olympics. That relay team 
had Evans running anchor and 
clocked 2:56 1.

Matthews, 
also of 
the 
Brooklyn Over the Hill AA, who ran 
first leg with James, Evans and Ron 
Freeman at Mexico City, won the 
first heat of the 400 second round in 
46 4, Maurice Peoples was second

Jean Louis and Milburn 
What makes them run? 
It's not the money

B E R K E L E Y . Calif. - 
(NEA)—There should be ela­ 
tion, but there isn’t, in be­ 
ing possibly the fastest man 
in the world 
For 
Jean-Louis 
Ravelo- 
manantsoa, there is the de­ 
pressive tenseness in know­ 
ing that 10 years of concen­ 
trated effort to become a 
world-class sprinter can be 
destroyed in a split second. 
For Rodney Milburn. who 
is much younger, there is the 
irritation of realizing it will 
all soon end and there’ll be 
little to show for all the 
work. 
For two years, Jean-Louis, 
who c o m e s from the big 
island of Madagascar off the 
coast of East Africa, was un­ 
defeated in th e 
100-yard 
dash. Then he came up 
empty the other night in Los 
Angeles—“ I had no push”— 
and now he must gear him­ 
self up again for the final 
trek to 
Munich 
and the 
Olympic Games, where he 
will be one of the favorites 
in the 100-meter dash. 
That’s a rare distinction 
for 
an athlete from 
the 
Malagasy Republic. Ravelo- 
manantsoa has been called a 
man of letters—there are 15 
in his name, partitioned into 
seven syllables. Joe Sargis 
of UPI simplifies it. He calls 
him ‘‘Ravioli." 
"That’s Italian,” shudders 
Jean-Louis, who speaks Eng­ 
lish with a delicious Jean- 
Pierre Aumont accent, since 
French is an official lan­ 
guage in that republic. 
He is 29 years old and 


comes from the capital city 
of Tananarive, where his 
late father was a Ford sales 
manager. He competed in 
the 1964 Olympics at Tokyo, 
where he did nothing. Four 
years later, in Mexico City, 
he reached the 
100-meter 
finals and finished last. 
“After Mexico.” he says, 
“I was going to quit. My 
father had passed away and 
I had to work. I was study­ 
ing law and working for an 
insurance company.” 
An 
American 
with 
the 
Peace Corps in Madagascar 
persuaded 
Jean - Louis 
to 
come to the United States in 
1970 on a scholarship at little 
Westmont College in Santa 
Barbara, Calif. His wife has 
to work while Jean-Louis 
baby-sits for their two-year- 
old daughter and goes to 
school 
“I’m tired.” he sighs. “The 
studies are not easy. There’s 
a language barrier still. Go­ 
ing to school and studying 
hard and traveling, it gets 
to you. This is a very tough 
life. I train by myself. You 
know, there are other things 
in life besides running. I’m 
glad in a way I finally lost. 
I had no excuses.” 
It’s different for Rod Mil- 
burn, who is the best high 
hurdler in the world and per­ 
haps the most dominant man 
in his event in all track and 
field. He has a two-year 
winning streak that’s un­ 
broken. 
Where Jean-Louis is squat 
(5-8) and muscular and in­ 
tense, Rod is a svelte six- 
footer and loose. He figures 
he now has won more than 


70 high hurdles races in a 
row. The last race he lost 
was to Willie Davenport in 
the 1970 National AAU meet. 
“I was fed up at the time,” 
says Rod. “I was tired and 
wanted to quit.” He was also 
20 years old then. 
“I can’t afford to quit 
now,” he continues. “ I’ve 
put too much time in. Three 
years of my life have gone 
down the drain. No matter 
where I am, I can’t get away 
from running. I’m going to 
give up after the Olympics.” 
Rod has other ideas. He’ll 
be a senior at Southern Uni­ 
versity in his home town of 
Baton Rouge, La., and when 
he gets back from Munich, 
he’ll turn out for the foot­ 
ball team as a wide receiver, 
with a pro career in mind. 
"The time you devote to 
track,” he says, "you could 
use to do other things. You 
take a European tour in the 
summer and when you come 
home you got no money in 
the bank 
After the track 
season, nobody knows you 
any more. If I had worked 
last summer, 1 could have 
made something like $3,000. 
This way you got to go for 
scratch. 
For both Jean-Louis Ra- 
velomanantsoa and Rod Mil­ 
burn, however, in the hair- 
trigger world in which they 
live, where a momentary 
loss of concentration is an 
athletic tragedy, there still 
remains the prospect of one 
final payoff which can’t be 
calculated in money.
